Dominican 
Leaders 
Reveal 
Castro’s Next Target Is Hispan­ 
iola, FideUstas Want Island As 
A Base For Full Caribbean Op­ 
eration 
Santo 
Domingo, 
Dominican 
Republic:—It is the documented 
opinion of President Juan Bos­ 
ch and some of his intimate ad­ 
visers, with whom I’ve spoken, 
that this island of Hispaniola, 
crowded 
between 
Cuba 
anti 
Puerto Rico, actually is Fidel 
Castro's next objecti\e. 
This would give the Cubans 
a base from which to fan out 
amongst the new and still weak 
island nations which run in step­ 
ping stone formation down to 
Communist - dominated British 
Guiana. 


President Bosch and his col­ 
leagues believe that too many 
observers are absorbed by the 
melodrama 
of Castro’s 
guer­ 
rilla cadres and terror squads 
on the South American com.- 
nent. Here, in Dominica, I was 
told, the Castro apparatus is no 
less 
ominous 
though 
it 
has 
switched to quieter tactics. But 
the action squads 
are 
there. 
These are the “ turbas” which 
actually declared street warfare 
against U. S. property and offi­ 
cials not too long ago. 
In the first five months of U. 
S. 
Ambassador John 
Martin’s 
duties here, his auto w as burned. 
The U. S. Embassy was picket­ 
ed. His children’s school was in­ 
vaded by a stone throwing mob. 
His fam ily, and himself, were 
surrounded by jeu .n g u v .., 
This led to rumors that he had 
been assassinated. 
The “ turbas” were Commu­ 
nist creations — and we even 
know the wage scale for vanda­ 
lism and attacks on Americans. 
The Communists paid $5(J to get 
an American flag burned. For 
$150 the Party got a street riot. 
It upped the ante to $350 for des­ 
truction of U. S. property. Some 
of the turba squads were made 
up of hoods. Others were Com­ 
munist students at the univer­ 
sity, w’hich has not been func­ 
tioning for months because the 
young Communists on campus 
simply began shooting at their 
opponents in the school s elec­ 
tions. 
But the FideUstas put inis ap­ 
paratus in mothballs when they 
decided to switch to peaceful in­ 
filtration of key unions, political 
parties and the government it­ 
self. 
If the Castroites could accom ­ 
plish this, they could pull gener­ 
al strikes in an effort to topple 
the still unsteady government. 
That would be their long range 
objective.

Congress ot Labor — an or­ 
ganization virtually unknown in 
the U. S. 


Its Secretary - treasurer, Os­ 
mond Dyce, tells m e tnai 11 nas 
about half a million mem oers m 
island countries sucu as Jam ai­ 
ca, Bermuda, 
the Banainas, 
Grandada, St. Kitts, Santa Lu- 
cia, Antigua, 
Barbados, Trini­ 
dad and Tobago, as well as m 
Dutch and French islands and 
Puerto Rico. 
Many of the island nations 
have labor governments and out­ 
ers have important parties di­ 
rectly linked to the union m ove­ 
ment. Some Dominican unions 
are affiliated with the Carib­ 
bean Congress of Labour. A the 
Castroites ever succeed in us­ 
ing the Dominican unions as a 
base to gain power inside the 
Congress, the Fidelistas could 
easily infiltrate governments al­ 
most from the tip of Florida to 
the edge of Venezuela. 


And the Communists have a 
beachhead here. They dominate 
die Dominican Union 0/ Organiz­ 
ed 
Workers — known as La 
Union It nas seven affiliates. 
One of these is the stretegic 
labor organization covering the 
storage and distribution ot oil 
and other lueis. Thus a general 
strike in this area would para­ 
lyze the hew and struggling na­ 
tion. Troops would have to un­ 
load and distribute tfte gasoline, 
i his 
would 
not displease tnc 
Communist organizers. They a l ­ 
ways make a propaganda profit 
when they provoxe cither the 
military or tne police into action 
against strikers. 


The Communists also are suc­ 
cessfully concentrating on wtute- 
collar workers 
— 
a strategy 
they have devised especially for 
Latin America. In some Soutn 
American countries they control 
the bank 
workers — 
which 
gives them 
access to all the 
credit secrets of business, indus­ 
try and the nation. 


Here, the extrem ists domin­ 
ate some 20,0o0 government em ­ 
ploys. Last May 7 they ealld 
a general strike of government 
em ployes. Much of the Domini­ 
can 
governing apparatus 
was 
stalled. There were street riots. 
President Bosch had to break 
the strike and quiet the rioters 
with tear gas, though h* knew 
the Communists would use his 
poses throughout the Caribbean 
and Latin America.

Chemical Agriculture 


A short time ago ground was 
broken for a new Department of 
Agriculture research laboratory 
at Fargo, North Dakota. Vice - 
President Aled P. Davis of the 
Amrican 
Meat Institute spoke 
at the ceremonies. He dealt at 
som e length with 
a 
subject 
which has caused a flood of con­ 
troversy in late years — the 
use of many chem icals in ag­ 
ricultural production. 


These chem icals are essential 
in providing us with an abund­ 
ance of food. Mr. Davies points 
to a little-known fact—the na­ 
tion’s acreage of developed crop 
land has hardly changed since 
1920. 
But 
in 
the 
intervening 
years our national population 
has increased by over 70 per 
cent or 80 million people. So, 
in his words, 
. .the major 
factor in our ability to feed this 
and to upgrade the diets of ail 
of us has been increased food 
yield per acre of land per head 
of livestock.” And in the years 
to com e we wrill have to feed a 
far greater population still trom 
an acreage which m ay be sm all­ 
er than that of today. 


The importance of chem icals 
can be judged by the 
money 
farm ers spend to buy and a p 
ply them. It runs to at least $1 
billion a year, excluding fertili­ 
zers. And their use has helped 
to hold down food prices, to the 
benefit of all consumers. 
The big question, of course, is 
how safe are these insecticides, 
herbicides, fungicides, and all 
the rest? There are answers. 
Government agencies screen at 
least 5,000 new compounds per 
year in preliminary evaluation 
as to effectiveness and safety to 
man, crops and livestock. And 
industry 
spends 
close to 
$30 
million a year in the research 
and development of new, safer 
and more effective farm chem i­ 
cals. 
To quote 
Mr. 
Davies 
once 
more, 
. .we have no choice, 
at present or in the future, but 
to depend upon a greater use 
of chem icals in our agriculture.” 
And 
elaborate and 
expanding 
work is being quietly done to as­ 
sure their safety.

We were all up there with Gor­ 
don Cooper, through the dark 
hours and the light. We should 
have been. 
Some say we should not be ex­ 
ploring the unknowns of space 
while so many of the known 
things of earth are in disarra>. 
By this reasoning, Christoph­ 
er Columbus should not have 
sailed in quest of a western 
passage to the Indies so long 
as peasants in Spain and Italy 
were hungry and ill clad. 
But even as it is troubled with 
its failures in zones of life a l ­ 
ready known, the human spirit 
must aspire, must search ahead, 
m ust soar. President Kennedy 
w isely described Gordon Coop­ 
er’s great space flight as a vic­ 
tory for the human spirit. 
We must all m arvel at the pre­ 
cision which enables our .'pace 
engineers to thrust a tiny acp- 
sule into a “slot" 
in 
the sky, 
•<end it hurtling through 22 or­ 
bits of the globe and then bring 
it splashing down to the sea 
within a few m iles of its target 
ship. 
Cooper’s calm expertness, his 
sense of mastery over curious 
vehicle that carried him, gave a 
richly human touch to his uni­ 
que adventure — far and away 
the longest space flight c l any 
American. 
If comparison m ust be drawn, 
he did not, of cofrse. match the 
64 orbits and the 18 orbits of the 


two Russians who soared aloft 
last August. But the difference 
has to do with Russia’s super­ 
ior rocket thrust. In the quality 
of our space flight, we are at 
least equal before the world. 
And it ig no sm all triumph 
that we have now managed six 
flights in six tries. The Rus­ 
sians have mounted just four, 
even though they hold the orbi­ 
tal record. Moreover, strong ru­ 
mor has it that they have suf­ 
fered at least a few failures, 
with 
disastrous 
consequences 
for their pilots. 
This nation having done 
so 
well, we cannot now break off 
and bury ourselves in our labor­ 
atories for a long hibernation. 
We must program more visible 
ventures soon, to impart to our 
explorations 
the 
competitive 
drive they need in a great com ­ 
petitive struggle. 
Free world security is bound 
up in this race with Russia to 
m aster 
space 
and 
reach 
the 
moon and the planets. But there 
is more. 
Space is one great frontier of 
the human spirit today. If free 
men are right in saying freedom 
gives the human spirit its fullest 
rein, how can we dare be sec­ 
ond in the adventuring at that 
frontier? 


To fail thus might be to fail 
in the supreme tests of will on 
earth between freedom and ty­ 
ranny.
